which is within «1 Leagues of the Camp, and ’tis 
reckon’d that the 25:h of this Month all the reft wiil 
ve joyn'd us, which done his Catholick Majetty 

ll go and feek the Enemy. They had fpread a 

Report that the King defign’d to retire into Na- 

yarre, and abandon tke Defence of his Subjects, 

which might have had very ill Effects. To unde- 
ceive the People, the King has by a printed Declara- 
tion made known his true Intentions , and affur'd 
them he is refolv’d to put himfelf at the Head of his 

Troops for the Defence of the Kingdom , and that 

he will never alter that Refolution. This Declara- 

tion has had fuch an Effect, thac all the Cities and 

Towns of the two Caftiles, and rhe Provinces de- 

ending on them, have given affurances of their 

inviolable Loyalry. The Magiftrates have fent to 
his Catholick Majefty all the Letters which the Mar- 
quiffes das Minas and de la Corz>na have written to 
them, to exhort them to acknowledge the Arch- 
duke ; and they every where give all poffible affift- 
ance for facilicating the March and the Subfiftance 
of the Army, furnithing Cor: and Provifions, fe- 
veral of them having aifo fent prety confiderable 

Sums of Money, in properiiun to their Abilities. 

All the Towns of :§e upp. Part of Arragon, bave 

written to the King to affvre bim of their Loyalty, 

and to defire to be furnifh’d with Arms. A confi- 
derable Number of Arms has been fent them, as 
has alfo to the Towns of Navarre on the Frontier 
of Aragon, The Cities of Seville, Corduba, Grana- 
da, and Jaen, have united rogether,to raife at a joint 

Expence a Body of 15000 Men for theDefence of the 

Kingdom,and have fent Couriers with Advice of it to

An Extract of a Letter from the Ambaffador of 
Portugal accompanying King Crarles IL, dated at 
Terragona the sit of July, N. S. 

ING Charles the [hird lett Barcelona the 23d 

of June, and on bis Arrival here he rcceiv'd the 
News fiom Madrid, that the Pourtuguefe Army ad- 
vancing the igth to the Efcurial, the Duichefs of 
Anjou went away from Madrid for Pampelona, and 
the Duke of Anjou was to follow her the next Day. 
The faid Duke had commanded the Prefidents and 
2 Councellors of each Tribunal to go with him, to 
reprefent their refpective Tribunals. On this Ad- 
vice, King Charles held a great Council, to deli- 
berate whether in this Situation of Affairs it Was beft 
to go directly to Madrid, or take the Road to Sara- 
golfa. The latter was refolv'd on ; becaufe his Ma- 
jefty had receiv’d the News that the Garrifon of 
Lerida had poifefs’d themfelves of Balbaftro, by 
which the Way was open’d to Huefca, and that on 
the 25th he was proclaim’d King of Arragon at 
Saragoffa. So that the Route of Valencia is chang’d 
for that of Arragon, and his Majefty has concluded 
to fet out from hence to Morrow for Lerida, and 
thence to proceed to Saragoffa ; whither the Counc 
de Noyelles is gone before with ?art of his Majefty’s 
Troops, and will a:rive there the qth, ‘The Lroops 
led by the Earl of Pecerborough through Valencia, 
are arriv’d in Caftile, and have laid Siege to Re- 
quena, which ‘tis {uppos’d they will fcon take, the 
Garrifon confifting of bur 5 or 600 Men. “Lis pre- 
fum’d Cartagena has already furrendred, becaufz 
we have teceiv’d Advice that the Conde de Sca. 
Cruz with the Fleet Royal of Spain, has joyn’d the 
confederate Fleer. We have alfo Advice by the 
Way of Saragoffa, that there has been a great Com- 
motion in Pampelona, and thac that Capital City of 
Navarre has declar'd for King Charles II; bus 
this News is of too great Importance to be credited 
before ’tis well confirm'd.

From the Camp of S. Maria de Xevio, Fuly 20. 
The Duke of Vendome had Advice, thar the 6:4 
of this Month a Detachment of Germans pais’d 
the Adige at Pettorazza, 25 Miles below la Badia, 
and that they had entred the Polefines of Rovigo. 
The Duke of Vendome who had view’d all thac 
Country quite down to the Sea, had never any De- 
fign to keep it, becaufe he was fatisfied that thould 
the Enemy pafs the Adige there, the Tartaro ot 
Canal Bianco, and a great number of Canals and 
Moraffes ; that fhould they furmount all thofe Di- 
ficulties, and even pafs the Po into the Ferrareze, 
which is a Country no lefs impracticable, he could 
be too quick for them, by pailing the Po over the 
Bridge he has cans’d to be laid below Palantone, 
and pofting himfelf on the Arm of the Po that 


runs by Ferrata. He knew befides, chat the greaceft 
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Part of the Imperial Army were ftill berween/Ve- 
ronaand Legnago. So he contented himfelf with 
matching with 8 Barrallions from his Camp at Santa 
Maria de Zevio, towards San Pietro de Legnago. 
to obferve rhem the nearer. To Day we had Ad- 
vice, that Prince Eugene had augmented the Body 
of Troops that had pais'd the Adige to 8 of 10000 
Men, and thac they are advanc’d becween the 
Adiye and the Cerefolo towards Lufia , within 
7 or 8 Miles of la Badia; that the Duke of 
Vendome bas abandon’d la Badia, thac he may 
have the lefs excent of Ground to defend 5 thac 
he thinks ic fuificient to guard the Canal Bianco 
and ice Foffs Policeila, which he has entrufted to 
the Care of che Marquis de S:. Fremont, and rhe 
Right oi she Po, whither be has fent the Mar- 
quis de ccterre with 12 Batcallions and 15 Squa- 
drons. In ‘he mean ume, Prince Eugene who 
thoughe of drawing all the Troops down to the 
lower Adige, has 4 times attempted to pafs over the 
upper Part of that River: Buc his Lroops have 
every time been repuls'd withLols. 


Hague, July 27. * The King of Pruffia having re- 
* ceiv'’d, by an Exprefs, Letters from the Prince of 
Anhalc Deffau, who comumands his Maj-tty’s 
* Forces in Italy, dated the 16th of this Month 
‘from San Michele, has causd the Subftance of 
* them to be printed here, being as follows. : 
H IS Highnefs Prince Eugene having caus’d Col- 
lonel Patte to pafs the Adige the 6:h at Rorta 
nuova with a Body of Troops, made the neceffary 
Difpofirions for —— on all Sides the Enemy’s 
Army which lay very ftrongly intrench’d along the 
Adige. The Enterprize was happily begun the 12th 
in the Beginning of the Night, by the faid Colionel 
Patte, who with his Body of 2500 Men march'd 
down the Canal de la Tratta to the Canal Bianco, 
the Water of which being very low, the Foor led 
by the Prince of Beveren Lieurenant Collonel of the 
Regiment of Wolfembuttel pa{s’d it with all imagin- 
able Bravery. The Enemy, after firing a few Shor 
from their Inrrenchments, which our Men anfwerd 
from 2 Pieces of Cannon, fled with fo great Precipi- 
tation, thar they left behind chem their Tents, Bread 
and ocher Provifions, and all they had in their Camp. 
T eir Cevalry ran away without Bridles or Saddles, 
the. Horf.s having only Halters on. Two French 
Batt: ‘ons that were polied in a Caffine quited ir 
and fi. likewif ; and the Diforder was to great, 
that as: Prifoners re;orc, and according to other 
Advices, the Soldiers lefe their Colours and difpers’d 
themfe!ves, their Co nfternation being inconceivable. 


After this happy Succefs bis Highnefs Prince Eugene
